You 
know how the shot should be made and 
have often made it, and yet you don't 
dare try to make It In lhat way, but 
may lake pome way where the chances 
are less in making It. simply because 
you can use a certain stroke which you 
are not afraid of,. In making these fol- 
low and draw shots one needs a great 
deal of confidence, for the least little 
wavering may cause n mlscue, and you 
not only miss the shot, but the balls 
are 'set up' for your opponent. How of- 
ten <!o you see amateurs. In piaylmj for 
n liltie money, get down to the close 
of the game and then each one make 
a mlscue at almost every other shot 
The reason Is that their nerves are a 
little affected, which makes their arm 
and aim unsteady, and. of course, a. 
good, firm stroke cannot be made then. 
They can't help It. There Is no ques- 
tion that to play billiards In an uphill 
game tests a man's nerves wonderfully, 
for. 
no matter how skillful one may 


be. nervousness will render his knowl- 
edge of the game almost useless.

The Training of 


Homing Pigeons. 


The reported return of several of tho 


carrier 
pigeons which 
Atidree 
took 


alone with htm In his attempt to reach 
thp north pole by bnllonn, ami the Inter- 
est the United Slates navy la Inking In 
breeding and training (hem fur nurvlco 
abonnl (he warships ot the new navy, 
have again aroused public Interest and 
curiosity regarding these birds. 
Few 


people realize ihe care used In raising 
and breeding homing pigeons and tho 
flnp system to which the training and 
racing of them has boon reduced. In 
fact, a grcnt many people regard the 
carrier pigeon as a myth. 


Most of the homing pigeons In this 


country were either brought over fruin 
Belgium or have been raised from Uel- 
glan stock. Pedro, who holds Ihe record 
for 1.000 miles, Is a He]gi:in bird, and, 
like most other Imiwrted birds, seems lo 
have Improved when brought to thlB 
country. From the time a carrier pluoon 
Is born It Is shut up In Its loft nnd nev- 
er allon-ecl to be at large, except while 
It Is being trained. Before tho bird Is 
2 weeks old a seamless aluminium band, 
which la Just large enough lo go over 
Ihe foot at this age, la placed around 
one leg, and In two or three days ihe 
fool has crown FO much that .the band 
can neither be got on or off again. These 
bands are Issued by the National Asso- 
ciation of Homing Pigeon Filers, and 
each one Is stamped with a letter and 
number. 
The loiter Indicates the year 


In which Ihe band was Issued, and the 
numeral tho number of pigeons which 
have- been previously reglslered. This 
marks the bird so that the age can be 
seen nt a glance. The birds nrc also 
identified In a race by this means, and 
should one of lliem gel caught or shot 
It Is an easy matter lo nnd out to whom 
It belongs. Besides Ihls, most fanciers 
stamp Ihelr name and address on the 
wing feathers with n rubber stamp. 


As soon as the young pigeon is old 


enough lo fly Its trailing begins. It ii 
first taken out within sight of the loft 
and turned loose. When It has becotno 
nccnnlomed to the sight of the loft and 
surroundings the distance Is gradually 
Increased until a bird will corno homo 
If It Is turned loose hundreds of miles 
from home. In fact, the limit to the dis- 
tance which they will Ily has never 1«cn 
reached, and It Is safe lo say that thoy 
will ny any distance over land where 
they can get food and water. Pigeons 
fly only during daylight nnd rest nt 
night. Therefore, 
In estimating ihe 


number of miles flown per hour il Is 
necessary to [Igure only on the number 
of hours during which It was light 
enough to see. 


When getting the pigeons ready for n 


race, they are ns c,in.-fully trained ami 
hardened as a race horse. For the last 
few days before a race the club which 
has charge of the event Kends all of tho 
birds entered In the same basket lo 
points along the route lo be flown, 
where they are turned loose by Ihe ex- 
press agent tn charge of the station. 
Attached to Ihe basket Is a card with 
Instructions In regard to feeding and 
releasing. 
The basket la divided Imo 


two parts, one for (he males and one 
for the females.

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Cedar Creek had its distinct genesis. 


It was a battle-that had'to bo fought. 
The bold Incursions , of General Early 
to tlie Potomac and aei'05s..on.northern 
coll In the summer of 1SG4 had the effect 
of drawing- a-n'ew system of warfare to 
the Shenandonh valley, or the valley 
of Virginia. From the beginning of the 
war the region' so convenient for .the 
shelter of a hostile force on the Hanks 
of aiUnlon army operating In not'tliera 
Virginia had' notj'been occupied by a 
single good; consolidated Union force. 
Stonewall • Jackson fought one nrmy 
tinder

and- another- under 


Kinks on-alternate days In 1862 and 
defeated' both. 'After that Sigel had 
command of a separate army, General 
J. D.- Fox of another and General D.'F.

Torbert, whose division followed Sheri- 
dan from "the i>cninsula, became chief 
of the cavalry of the "new army, and 
General "Wesley Morrltt took command 
of Torbert's division. Sheridan

of holding the valley, and he had three

• In little more than 60 days Early 
suffered- defeat in two. heavy • battles 
and went whirling up the Shenandoah 
valley before Sheridan's all conquering 
battalions, which advanced as far'as 
Staunlon, the Confederate key to the 
region.

The position held by Sheridan was 


one that would compel him soon to ad- 
vance and flgrht or retreat down the val- 
ley. - There were* no 
railways south 


from the Potomac,- west .of the Blue 
Ridge, and'he was nearly 160 miles dis- 
tant by wagon roads from Ills baae. In 
view of these disadvantages, - he asked 
pormlsfilon to-completely- abandon' the 
valley after laying-it waste from the 
Potomac to Staunton, leave a guard on 
tho line of the Baltimore and Ohio road 
and transport the bulk of hla army to 
Petersburg to aid in an attack on Rich- 
mond. .General Grant left the decision 
with Sheridan,-and on Oct. & the retro- 
grade movement beg an. In his memoirs 
Sheridan says: 
- -

"The cavalry as It retired was stretch- 


ed- across- the country from the Blue 
Ridge to the Alleghanies, with orders to 
drive off all stock and destroy all sup- 
plies as It moved northward. The In- 
fantry preceded the cavalry, passing 
down the valley pike, and as we march- 
ed -along- the. many columns of smoke 
from^ burning stacks and mills filled 
with grain Indicated that the adjacent 
country was fast "losing the features 
which heretofore' had- made It -a great 
magazine of stores for the Confederate 
armies." The army moved back north- 
ward and halted at Cedar creek on the 
heights In the angle formed by that 
stream and the Shenandoah. 


The next battle was delivered by 


Early and took place on this Held. The 
Confederates appeared at Fisher's hill. 
Just across the valley, on the 12ITi of 
October, and on the same day Sheridan 
was summoned to Washington to confer 
with General Grant. 


Be'fore leaving the camps Sheridan 


posted Crook's command—the Eighth 
corps—along the valley pike on the left. 
Next came tha Nineteenth corps—Em- 
ory—along the east bank of the creek, 
with the Sixth corps, under Wright, on 
the righ' of the Nineteenth. The cav- 
alry hovered on the extreme flanks, 
watching the roads that come In from 
the east and west: Leaving the com- 
mand to General II. G. Wright. Sheri- 
dan si* out on the 15th. 
At the last 


moment he decided to take all tlie cav- 
alry through the Hlue Ridge and send 
it on a raid against the railroads In the 
rear of Karly.

But on the I6th Sheridan received a 


dispatch to the effect that Longstreet 
was on the way from Petersburg to 
. Join Early. The Information came by 


the interpretation of Confederate sig- 
nals. Sheridan placed no confidence In 
the report, but at the same time he 
thought that General Wright needed 
the whole army In case It should' be 
true, and he ordered the cavalry back 
to its old positions.

On the 17th Sheridan bad finished his 


conference and had returned as"far as 
Martlnsburg. 
On the 18th he started 


up the valley pike on horseback and 
halted In Winchester for the night. 
Early on the 19th he was aroused by an 
officer on duty with the word th'at artil- 
lery firing could be heard at Cedar 
creek. The report said that the firing 
was not continuous, hence might-be 
caused by a reconnaissance, and .Sheri- 
dan leisurely awaited"his breakfast. 


Meanwhile I3ar]y had advanced upc.n 


the camp at Cedar creek before day- 
liRhl In three columns. Crook's com- 
mand, which was Isolated and Vne far- 
thest front, had been enveloped by the

Generals Wright and Emory were 


promptly nt the :front, anu; -imvlnB 
formed a line of defense, awaited tho 
coming of Kershaw, who was in Crook's 
camp, pursuing the defeated • soldiers. 
But furllii-i' surprise1 awaited the Union 
line.- Gordon ami I'egram had passed 
around Crook and, deflecting, struck the 
Nineteenth corps on the Hank, being 
sheltered from view by t the heavy fog 
that hung over the valley.' The Con- 
federate : cannon soon 
enfiladed 
the 


works ' of-'-tlie- Nineteenth' carps,1 and 
General Wright ordered It to retire. 


Crook's command losl 1,300 prisoners, 


Us camp equipage and wagons and also 
the commander of a division,' Colonel 
Joseph Thouurn. killed ' while - strug- 
gling to rally his uiea and avert the 


possible siwed. A! drew up fov an in- 
stant and inquired oC him how matters 
were going on at tho-troiit.'-. lie replied, 
'Kvcrythlng is lost, but all \V111 be right 
when you get- there.'

standing hls'exprcsslon of confidence In 
me, tho1 parson'al once resumed hln 
breathless-pace to the .rear, At-New- 
town I was obliged to make a circuit to 
the left to get around the village. 1 
could-not pass- through• it, the-strcets 
were so-crowded; but,- meeting 'on tills 
detour Major jMcKlnley of Crook's staff,

• v\Vhen "nearlng .the- valley pike Just 
north-of Newtown, I-saw-about thrce- 
fourlhs.ot-a mile-went of the" pike-a 
body : of troops."'which : proved to be 
KlckettB1 and • Wheaton's divisions1 of 
the Sixth corps, and (hen learned that 
the' Nineteenth corps had halted a lit- 
tle to the right and rear of these, but I 
did not stop, desiring to-gtt to tho exi.

Continuing on parallel 


with the pike, about midway between 
Newtown and Mlddletown, I crossed to 
the west of It and a little later came up 
In rear of Getty's division of the Sixth 
corps. > .When I arrived, this division 
and the cavalry were the only Lroops In 


but few ot them ha4 seen me. Follow- 
ing hla suggestion,:! started tit behind 
the . men, but whon a tew. puces had 
been taken I crossed to the1 front, lint 
In hand, passed nloug the cntlro longlli 
ot the Infantry line, and It Is froni this 
circumstance that many :of ilia olllcern 
nnd men who then received me with 
such heartiness have since supposed 
that that was my llrst appearance on 
the field. But ut least 'two hours had 
elapsed since !• reached tho'erounrt,' tor 
it was after midday when.this Incident 
of. riding down the front took place, and 
I. arrived not later, certain, than half 
past lp,,o'clock.'.'

The: Major Korsyth who suggested to 


Sheridan that he. ride along the line Is 
nowiQouernl Qe'orgo A. Porayth ot the 
regular army.. He rode .with Kherldan 
all the way from Winchester to Ce'dur 
creek; nnd his long delayed story of 
that day throws light upon tho historic- 
battle of Cedar Creek.: He said .that 
Sheridan paid little attention lo the re- 
port brought to him about daylight In

IIIB forward, after him to the front.'I 
I Moiiiiwhllu tho gait of the general's 
Bleed )md Utcoina »o rapid that only tho 
best mounted ot'hls1 escort could .kcou 
up with; him,i When tho buttle front 
ivna reached and. the situation taken In 
at IL blancoy-Fprayth was ordered to go 
to tlio'cxlrenie front.

At tho first assault Early's line gave 
way, the Union-Infantry sweeping over 
stone;.walls and every form of cover 
and Iho cavalry on the Hanks dnslilng 
In to secure hurrying fugitives as. prls 
oners, Crotik'H dlucomiltcd soldiers ral- 
lied and fell Into marching lines.

The Sixth corps promptly 


came forward from Its rear camp, and 
Early suffered a check. 


General 
Rlcketts, commanding the 


Sixth,-was wounded, and General Getty 
took the corps and soon formed a line 
across-the Winchester pike, with bat- 
teries planted lo command the roads 
down thc'vallcy. The. Sixth corps made 
a" countercharge, but was checked by 
the artillery of Early. 


Meanwhile'Rosser's Confederate cav- 


alry had swept on north by a wood west 
of :tho pike to get In the Union rear. 
Torbert ordered all of his command cut 
to meet Rbsser and prevented his reach- 
Ing1 the pike, leaving a column there to 
cope with1 him. He then moved the re- 
mainder to the left flank of Wright. 
Early' rallied his forces for a second 
blow, ai]d.''tife3'sJnE down on Ihe east to 
ovoid the direct attack on ground taken 
up by Wright' alon'f* the pike, he ap- 
peared before Torberfs cavalry and en- 
gaged him just when Sheridan reached 
the field to resume command. 


After all of the 'rhetoric that has been 


poured 
out- over Sheridan at Cedar 


creek, his' own-simple story of his ride 
to :thc battlefield arid his actions there 
Is picturesque because of Its very sim- 
plicity.

General Sheridan' says that toward 


6'a: m. of'Oct.' 19 word was brought to 
him at Winchester of the artillery firing 
at Cedar-'creek. "Between 8:30 and 3 
o'clock, while' he was riding along the 
main street of Winchester toward Ce- 
dar creek,1 the demeanor of Ihe people 
who' showed themselves at the windows 
convinced him that the citizens had re- 
ceived secret'information from the bat- 
tlefield "and were In raptures over same 
good hews." The narrative continues: 
""For a short distance1 I traveled on 
the road,: but- soon found it so blocked 
with 'wag'ons and wounded men that my 
progress was Impeded; and I was forced 
to take the adjoining fields to make 
haste! • • ' ^' ; ' - ' . ' ' 
; 


"My first halt was made Just north of 


Newf&wn, where f-met a chaplain dig- 
ging his heels' Info the sides of his Jaded 
horse and making for the rear with all 


the presence of nna resisting the ene- 
my. They were apparently acting as' 
rear guard at a point about three miles 
north of the Hne'tvc held at Cedar 
creek when the battle began. General 
Torbert was the:flrst officer to mectjnc, 
saying as he rode up: 'ity God! I am 
glad you've come.' 
- 


"Jumping my horse over the line of 


rails, I rode to tho 'crest of the eleva- 
tion, and there, taking off my hat. the 
men rose up from behind th'elr barri- 
cade with cheers of recognition. • • • • • • • 
I then turned back to the rear of Oel- 
ty'3 division, and1 as I tame behind it a 
line of regimental (Ings rose up, out:ol 
the ground, as It 'seemed, to welcome 
me. They were' mostly the colors ' of 
Crook's troops, who had been stamped- 
ed nnd scattered in the surprise ot Ihe 
morning. 'The color' bearers, having 
withstood the panic, had formed behind 
the troops of Getty. The line wllh the 
colors was largely composed of officers, 
among whom I recognized Colonel K. 
B. Hayes, since president of the united 
Stales, one of the brigilde commander?. 
At the close of this' Incident'I crossed 
the little' narrow valley, or depression, 
in rear of Getty's line and; dismounting 
on the opposite'crest; established that 
point as my* headquarters: * • • Re- 
turning to the place where my head- 
qunrtfira had been established, I met 
near them nicketls' division, under 
General Keifer, and General' Frank 
IVheaton's division, both marching to 
the front. When (he men of these di- 
visions saw me, they began cheering and 
took up the double quick to the front, 
while I turned back toward Getty's line 
to point out where thess returning 
troops shoOld be plaied. 
' ' - ' ' 


"All this had" consumed a great deal of 


lime, and I concluded to'visit again the 
point to tho eist, of tho valley pike', 
from where r had first observed the 
enemy; to sec wh'a't he was dofnff. 'Ar- 
rived there,'1'could plainly see him get- 
ting ready for attack, and Major FOr- 
sylh now EUggcBtei! that 11 'frMiId be 
well to rMo'aloni? the lino of'hattle be- 
fore the enemy assailed us, for. although 
the troops had learned of my return,

Winchester of heavy flrlnff nt the front. 
In Joining, his escort, outside ot Win- 
chester, the general appeared anxious. 
He leaned forward and listened Intent- 
ly, once dismounting to place '-his ear 
to the ground. 'In a short time the 
parly came upon a crush of arrny 
trains, sutlers' Wagons, battery forges, 
led pack horses and 'mules, the drift- 
wood. General Fors'yth calls It. of a 
flood Just beyond.

"Farther on were seen small-bodies o' 


soliilcrs In the fields with stacked'arms. 
To these Sheridan waved his hat and 
pointed to" the front, but said not rt 
word. It was enough!' One glance at 
the eager face and familiar black horse, 
nnd they knew him, and, starting to 
their 
feet, "they swung

around their heads 'and broke Into 
cheers as he passed' b'eyond them, and 
then, gathering up their belongings and 
shouldering their arms, they startetl 
for the front, shoutltig to their com- 
rades farther out In-the'fields. 'Sheri- 
dan. Sheridan!' waving their hata and 
pointing after htnl ria he dashed onward, 
and. they, too, comprehended Instantly, 
for they 'took up '(he cheer and turned 
back for Ihe battlefield. 


"T6-lhe best of my recollection, from 


the time we met. • the first stragglers 
who had drifted back from • tho army 
his appearance and his cheery shout of 
'Turn back, men. turn back; face the 
other way!' as he'waved his hat toward 
the front had bill one 'result, a wild 
cheer of recognition,'an answering wave 
of the cap. In-no case, ^as'T planced 
back, did I fall to FCO the'men phoulder 
their arms and follow UR.- I think it I.n 
no exaggeration to say that he daalied 
on lo the field of battle, for miles back

amendments to the rules relating to 
umpires; 


First—The privilege of speaking to an 


umpire should be taken from the play- 
er,' the penalty being removal from the 
g-amc of any player ivho addresses the 
umpire upon any subject whatsoever 
on the ball field during the progress of 
a game. And when a team has not suf- 
llclent playore In uniform to continue 
the game with nine players, the game 
dhould be forfeited to the non-offc-nd- 
Ing team. 


Second—The president of the league 


should be given the power and required 
to suspend for any length of time that 
his discretion dictates any player guilty 
of assaulting an umpire, or another 
player on the ball field, or anybody us- 
ing vulgar or profane language within, 
the hearing of aaiy spectator. 


Third—Tho umpires, should be sched- 


uled before tne season begins, and 
should officiate In the some number of 
games at home for each club and 
abroad for Much club. 


Fourth—Umpire* should be given 


contracts for the entire seaeon, which 


not permit their being discharged 


except for dishonesty or drunkenness. 


—No club president shall be 


permitted to send an appeal to the 
president of the league until twenty- 
four hours after the termination of the 
game which he desires to protest. Nine 
tenths of the protests are sent under 
intense excitement, clubs' presidents 
In many Instances being apt 
to see 


things through spectacles focussed all 
one way." 


Sixth—All clubs 'should reserve the 


right to eject from the grounds any 
spectator who addresses Insulting re- 
marks to the umpire or any player of 
either team, and should the umpire call 
cho'1 attention of a manager of the home 
team to an offense of this nature, and 
the culprit not be ejected, the game 
should be .forfeited to the visiting olub. 
I do not niean by this that It la the aim 
to prohibit spectators from expressing 
approval or disapproval of an umpire 
a player, but It Is not necessary for the 
spectators to be Insulting to do this.

the same army, Averell's division from 
West Virginia and a new brigade under 
Colonel C. R. Lowell. General A. T. A. 
Torbert, whose division followed Sheri- 
dan from the peninsula, became chief 
of the cavalry of the new army, and 
General "Wesley Morritt took command 
of Torbert's division. 
Sheridan 
bad 


asked for cavalry-to solve the question 
ot-holdlng the valley, and he had three 
divisions anil nn extra brigade - of 
mounted • men, led by "Wilson, Merritt, 
Averell and Lowell.

-In little more than 60 days Early 


suffered defeat In two heavy battles 
and went whirling up -the Shenandoah 
valley before Sheridan's all conquering 
battalions, which advanced as far-as 
Staunton, the Confederate key to the 
region.

- The . position held by Sheridan 
was 


one that-would compel "him soon to ad- 
vance and fight or retreat down the val- 
ley. • There were no railways south 
from the Potomac, west of the Blue 
Kiclge.-and-he was nearly 160 miles dis- 
tant by wagon roads from bis base. In 
view of these disadvantages,-he-asked 
permission to-completely abandon tho 
.valley after laying it waste from the 
Potomac to Staunton, leave a guard on 
the line of the Baltimore and Ohio-road 
and transport the bulk of his army to 
Petersburg to aid in an attack on Rich- 
mond: :General Grant left the decision 
with Sheridan, arid on Oct. G the retro- 
Krade movement began. In his memoirs 
Sheridan Bays: 
-

"The cavalry as It retired was stretch- 


ed - across::the country from the Blue 
Ttidge to the AHeghanles, with orders to 
drive off-all stock and destroy all-sup- 
plies as it moved northward. The In- 
fantry preceded the cavalry, passing 
down the valley pike, and as we march- 
ed along the many columns of smoke 
from burning stacks nnd mills filled 
with grain Indicated that the adjacent 
country was - fast losing 'the features 
which heretofore had made it a great 
magazine of stores for the Confederate 
armies." The army moved back north- 
ward ana halted at Cedar creek on the 
heights In the angle formed by that 
stream and the Shenandoah. 


The next battle was delivered by 


Early and took place on this Held. The 
Confederates appeared at Fisher's hill, 
just across the valley, on the 12th of 
October, and on the same day Sheridan 
was summoned to Washington to confer 
with General Grant. 


Before leaving the camps Sheridan 


posted Crook's command—the Eighth 
corps—along the valley pike on the left. 
Next came the Nineteenth corps—Em- 
ory—along the east bank of the creek, 
with the Sixth corps, under Wright, on 
the right of the Nineteenth. The cav- 
alry hovered on the extreme flanks, 
watching the roads that come In from 
the east and west. Leaving the com- 
mand to General H. G. Wright.'Sheri- 
dan set out on the 15th. At the last 
moment ho decided to take1 all the cav- 
alry through the Blue HIdge and send 
It on a raid against the railroads In the 
rear of Early.

But on the 16th Sheridan received n 


dispatch to the effect that Lonsstreet 
was on the way from Petersburg to 
join Early. The information came by 
the Interpretation of Confederate sig- 
nals. Sheridan placed no confidence in 
the report, but at the same time he 
thought that General' Wright • needed 
the whole army In case it should be 
true, and he ordered the cavalry back 
to Its old l>ositlons.

This is the story of tho fur seal and

know that the Prlbllof Islands, which 
constitute Uncto Gain's fur seal posses- 
sions, arc situated in Boring sea some, 
lew humli-ed miles north of the Ateu-. 
tlnn islands. The group is composed pi 
two Islands, St. Paul and St. George, 
which are about 25-miles apart, nnd 
consist of volcanic peaks that present 
a precipitous shore' lino, except where 
the black lava has been broken down 
nnd disintegrated by the action ot the 
•waves and the elements into sandy 
reaches Interspersed with lava bowl- 
ders. 'The vegetation Is scant, but the 
climate is much milder than is gen- 
erally supposed, the thermometer sel- 
dom registering lower than 22 degrees 
if.

They wore discovered in 17SG by Prlb- 


ilof, muster of the sloop St. George, 
whose father was one of the survivors 
of Bering's crew. ' They are generally 
concealed by a dense fog, which ren- 
ders them very difficult and hazardous 
to locate. 


With the exception of the seals and 


the human inhabitants tile islands are 
entirely destitute of animal life, arid 
the same may be said of the life of the 
sea for a distance of 100 miles' from 
their shores. 
The condition of the na- 


tives hns licen greatly Improved since 
the United States, "occupation, as is evi- 
denced by the chaVlge from mleiTabln 
mud huts to comfortable houses, village' 
settlements nnd a Greek church. The 
government surveillance is very strict, 
no one being allowed on the islands 
without a government permit. 


It Is perhaps not generally known 


that the fur'seal Is not a true seal. It 
in classed by zoologists as belonging to 
the family otarlidae, the species being 
Cailorhlnus urslnus, vcommonly called 
"sea bear," while "the'true arctic seal 
belongs 
to 
the 
family phocida?, of 


which there are numerous genera and 
species. 
The differences' between the 


Iwo nnimals are very considerable, the 
nnatomy of the fur seal suggesting a 
generic relation 
between it and the 


bears, while that of: the true seal Indi- 
cates a relationship .with the alter. In 
fact. Professor illvart 
expresses the 


opinion, that the fur seal is the direct 
descendant of the be.irll^o carnfvora 
and thai'the true seal is possibly of 
otlcr origin. 


Aside from thes* more profound dif- 


ferences the superficial ones are quite 
distinctive. 
The fur seals have ex-

In 1832 the Americans took a hand in 


the destruction, and there was a bfg 
i pw between the United Slates nnd Ar.

catchers took great numbers from the 
mainland near Buenos Ayros. The re- 
enlt of all this wholesale and Indis- 
criminate slaughter was the commer- 
cial extinction of (he south sea fur 
seals. 
A fo\v are still to ba found on 


the other side of the equator, but thers 
"re not enough to mnk* It worth whllo 
to xa there to catch Ihem any more. 


The United States paid 7?ussln J7.- 


200,000 for Alaska and the Prlbllof la- 


lands, and . In 
1378 the islands were 


leased to tho Alaska Commercial com. 
pnny. for 565IQOO n year and a royalty 
ot 52.02 on every skin taken, the num- 
ber to be limited to 100.000 a year. For 
some years the revenue of the govern- 
ment from this source averaged J315.- 
000 a year, n very good return on an In- 
vestment ef SI.SOO.COO, especially, when 
the goldflcldq ana other resources of 
Alaska are remembered. 


There was. some little trouble be- 


tween Ilussla and tho United Slates 
,nowevar, about the catch ot seals on 
the Pribllof Islands. A Russian nam- 
ed Pllucel. then aonsul at Honolulu, 
went there, planning to lake'a hand In 
the game, but the Alaska Commercial 
company had made private arrange- 
ment with Prince MatsukolT, tho only 
individual who had any personal right 
to the Islands. The company was left in 
peaceable pOEsesslon.nnd this condition 
has been continued ever since, so far as 
the islands themselves are concerned. 


Ot late years, however, tho catch ot 


seals on Hie Prlbllof group has fallen 
oft enormously, and, though the com- 
pany 
Is allowed 
to take 100.000 an- 


nually under certain restrictions, the 
total taken In 1835 was only 15,000 and 
In 1SOG only 7,000. 


This was not because there were no 


more than those few thousands of seals 
on the Islands in Hie aggregate, but be- 
cause, according to the bargain between 
the United States and the Alaska Com- 
mercial company, only t|ie "bachelor" 
seals- may be taken. 
The 
company 


would carry out this rule without any 
legal restrictions, since If it were trans- 
.grossed the entire herd would surely 
disappear In a few years more. Just as 
the southern herd disappeared years 
ago. 
" The Prlbllof and Commander Islands 
are au exceptional In many ways among 
Islands ns thn fur seals are among ani- 
mals.. They are shrouded In mist most

In August the harems break up, their 


regularity is no longer maintained, and 
by ihu middle of September Ihe season 
is over, and the seals, wilh the excep- 
tion ot a few stragglers, are gone. Dur- 
ing all this time, from the beginning 
of thu season lo the end of It. about 
three months, the bulls, though engag- 
ed in n constant warfare, neither eat 
nor drink and leave the Islands cover- 
ed with wounds and mere shadows of 
their former selves. 


The males under 6 years of age. call- 


ed "bachelors." are not admitted to Iho 
breeding rookeries. 
They form rook- 


eries by themselves and are the only 
animals.that are under the regulations, 
which arc strictly enforced, allowed to 
1,0 killed. 
This is done by driving 


them In herds from the bachelor ror.k- 
eries to a previously prepared killing 
ground, where (hey arirdispatched with 
clubs reFcmbling baseball bats. 


The killing of the "bachelors" Is a de- 


cidedly simple though gory operation. 
Indians armed .with clubs get betwe'en

"Pelagic" signifies 


"In the open sen," nnd pelagic seal fish- 
ers take their prey from the sea Itself. 
When the seals lenvo the -Islands, they 
swim to the southeast, at first moving 
at such'a rdlc that the temperature of 
the water tjiey are in undergoes little 
change. 
By the end of January thsy 


are 300 or -100 miles west nnd southwest 
of Sun Francisco. They then turn to 
the northeast and -reach the coast at 
nbout tli» latitude pf San Francisco, or 
a little south. In February. 


Then they leisurely, follow. ihcr coast 


line northward, passing the mouth ot 
Puget sound and tho British Columbia 
coast line In March. . Hy May and June 
they are. back In the Bering sea, ready 
lo take their summer rest. 


The pelagic sealers begin their oursult 


of the seals as soon as they leave tha 
Islands and follow them round the year 
through. When the wealher Is fairly 
good for an entire season, : a t'ehlglo 
sealer may make a decidedly largo 
catch. 
But It Is Impossible,, when tho 


seals nre taken in the open sea, lo re- 
strict Ihe take lo "bachelors." 
Both 


sexes and all ages are slaughtered. And, 
of course, a large pelagic catch means 
great depletion of the herd the follow- 
ing summer at the Prlbllot Islands. It 
was In Ihe eighties. whe;i sealskin gar- 
ments were first greatly affected by wo- 
men, that these conditions began tp bo 
serious. 


Naturally, paying such n large rental 


for the rookeries, the Alaska Commer- 
cial company appealed to the United 
States government for protection, and 
the government, after making proper 
regulations, bogan to seize vessels en- 
gaged In jiclngic seaUne In tho Bering 
sea. Some of the ve%ssojs were owned 
by British subjects, and, they made a 
groat outcry. . 


No attempt was made by this gov- 


ernment to Interfere with seal fishing 
In the .Pacific ocean, .but tlie wrangling 
went'on with Increasing bitterness. At 
the .same lime, .although- .the sealers 
were practically, liept out of the Bering 
sea f6r three, or four.years, the pelagic 
catch increased rapidly, the take In 1831 
being 63,000, In 1S92 73.000 and In 1SCH 
103,000. 


By this lime the summer herd at the 


Islands had been so depleted thru the 
take there had been reduced from n. 
maximum of 100.000 to less than one- 
fifth that number, and Great Britain at 
last yielded to America's request for a 
conference and arbitration. A commis- 
sion composed of representatives of 
htjth governments and some from neu- 
tral powers met in Paris under the ar- 
rangements thus agreed upon in 1&03, 
and the whole dispute was gone over In 
great detail. 


It was contended by the United States 


that this government had a property 
rlsht In the seals as well ns in the 
Islands, and that pelagic sealing should 
be stopped. The representatives of Great 
Britain held that her fishermen had a 
right to take seals wherever they found 
them more than three miles from shore, 
either In Ihe Pacific ocean or the Bering 
sea. 


The result of the deliberations was 


an agreement prohibiting all' seal fish- 
Ing between May 1 and Aug. 1, the pro- 
hibition of fishing at any time within 
CO miles of the islands and a regulation 
that spears only and not firearms should 
be used in the fisheries. 


These regulations, 
however, 
apply 


only lo the eastern part of the Pacific 
ocean and the Bering sea. It was ex- 
pected that they would Include the 
western waters bordering on Asia and 
controlled by. Russia and Japan, in 
which the Commander Islands' herd 
makes an annual pilgrimage between 
September and May, exactly similar to 
that of the Prlbllof herd In the waters 
bordering on America. 
England op- 


tosed (his extension, however, nnd ever 
dnce then pegallo sealers have wrought 
havoc with the Asiatic herd at all gen- 
sons of the year. 


It Is possibly proper lo say that the 


American members ot the commission, 
header! by so accomplished a diplomat 
as Hon. John W. Foster, were beaten 
in diplomacy at Paris. At nil evenls. It 
soon became evident that the regula- 
tions of the Paris award were not suffi- 
cient lo protect tho herd. All through 
August seal fishing In Bering sea itselt, 
IB permitted everywhere outside n dls- 
lance of CO.miles from tlie sea) Islands. 
This, it has been found, nas brought 
about great destruction of tho cow 
leals, since, as has been learned, they 
cannot find sufficient food within the 60 
mile limit and often stray as far as 109 
miles from tho Islands, whera they fall 
an easy prey.

Becoming Popular. 


Billiards will be more popular than 


ever before during the coming winter, 
It the prediction of those who are In a 
position to know counts for anything. 
The principal billiard halls In the large 
cities are being relitted In extravagant 
Elyle In anticipation of an Increase of 
business. 
For some time there has been a good 


f deal of talk and a good deal of space 


given up by the newspapers regarding 
a tournament between the leading pro- 
fessionals in the United Stales. An ef- 
fort to get at the real truth of the mat- 
ter has disclosed the fact that the lead- 
Ing manufacturers and billiard hall 
keepers of New York and Chicago have 
been In correspondence with the profes- 
sionals regarding such a tournament, or 
rather, series of tournaments. 


It Is thought that there will be play- 


ed, should the Idea materialize, a three 
cushion carom tournament for all the 
leading professionals of the large Amer- 
ican cities, followed hy a balkline tour- 
nament. The Btnr attraction of the sea- 
ooii, however. Is to be a regular tourna- 
ment. In which all the cracks of the 
country will be invited to compete. 


It Is considered doubtful that any of 


the English or continental experts from 
Europe will come over to compete with 
our own unexcelled cracks, but negotia- 
tions to that effect have been opened 
UP. There has not been-an international 
; tournament since 1885, VI years ago, and 
the public Is.anxious to see the knights 


1 of the cue from across the pond compete 
.with the favorites at home. 


Amateur billiard players are a very 


difficult lot to get together In a tourna- 
ment of any kind, for the reason that 
most of the experts are men of leisure 
or else business men and men engaged 
In the professions, who prefer to play a 
quiet game In their club to engaging In 
a tourney. In New York Maurice Daly 
has for Ihe last few years given a cup 
to be competed for by amateurs from 
any recognized club. 
The entries are 


not necessarily the best players in New 
York and vicinity, but the games have 
managed to draw out a great many 
good players. J. D. Stark of Ihe Knick- 
erbocker Athletic club Is generally rec- 
ognized as the best.amateur bllllardist 
In Greater New York. 


The fact tiiat blllard playing at home 


has become fashionable has opened a 
jiesv source of revenue to the profes- 


I Elonal billaruist. The famous Englls'i, 
I players, Roberts, Cook, Bennett, Mitch- 


ell, Peele and others, have for years 
secured handsome incomes by teaching 
the technical points of the game. Eng- 
land, of course, opened a wider field in 
this direction than did the great Amerl- 


. can cities up to a few years ago. The 


city houses as well as the country resi- 
dences of wealthy Englishmen 
have 


had billiards as part of the necessary 
equipment for more than half a cen- 
tury, and to wield the cue reasonably 
well hns always been considered bon 
ton in Kngland. 


The question has often been asked, 


"What trait or r|uallly does one need 
to become.an. expert wllh the cue?" 
Among [he great professionals of the 
present lime men of all ages, sizes nnd, 
apparently, dispositions may.be found. 
All sizes of cups concerning length and 
weight and nearly every variety of 
stroke nre displayed, so It can be readi- 
ly seen that It would be pretty difficult 
to say exactly what does constitute a 
good player. A good-bllHardist must 
have good eyesight. Judgment and n 
firm control of the arm. and yet lo see 
the varieties of stroke used one might 
suppose that firmness of arm was* not 
Important. Some players. In making a 
shot, lean very far over on the table 
and seesaw the cue many limes, some- 
times fast and other times slow. 


Some players hardly lean on the table 


In making n stroke, although they put 
the cue far In front of them, making n. 
long bridge, with Ihe hand resting an 
.the table. Their, head may bo directly 


over the butt of. the stick,'anrt many 
might think that If a person witu tliut 
style would only, stoop a little lower 
nnd get down near the point of tho 
stick a far -more accurate shot could 
be made. Many players while "strok- 


Is drawn, "you held a liammer n few 
Inches over a tack, could you not hit 
thai tack much more squarely than if 
you raised the hammer high? The main 
thlnij," Daly continues. "Is to get force 
enough on the cue without drawing It 
a way back and thereby losing your 
nim. All Hclmefcr seems to do Is to give 
the bull a little pat, and enough force \k 
imparted.to drive it further around the 
table than plenty of players could by 
stumming it

I 
once saw the Frenchman make the 
opening shot of billiards by a direct 
draw several times In succession on a 
wager, and no better Illustration of his 
powers at drawing a ball could be given 
than that." 


When asked what shot he considered 


the most Imporlant In billiards, Daly 
said: "In my opinion these little right 
draw shots determine a man's plain 
strength. I know that If I am off at 
all It shows Itself more In those than 
any other. It may be perhaps, because 
a good player' will use more of them 
than any other style, but whatever the 
reason is, they are the ones I place most 
Importance In. The dlfncuH part In the 
ordinary draw shot Is to make It and 
only Impart to the object ball a certain 
amount of force, which will cause It to 
land where you wish to have It go. 


When asked what the symptoms were 


of being out of condition for playing 
billiards. Daly said: "Lack of confi- 
dence. It is a very funny feeling. You 
know how the shot should be made and 
have often made it, and yet you don't 
dare try to make It In that way, but 
may take some way where the'chances 
are less In making It. simply because 
you can use a certain stroke which you 
are not afraid of. In making these fol- 
low and draw shots one needs a great 
deal of confidence, for the least little 
wavering may cause a mlscue. ana you 
not only miss the shot, but the balls 
are 'set up' for your opponent. How of- 
ten do you see amateurs, in playing for 
a llttlo money, get down to' the close 
of the game and then each one make 
a mlscue at almost every other shot. 
The reason is that their nerves ore a 
little affected, which makes their arm 
nnd nim unsteady, nnd, of course, a 
g'.'id, firm stroke cannot be made then. 
They can't help It. There is no ques- 
tion that to play hllliards In an uphill 
game tests a man's nerves wonderfully, 
for. 
no matter how skillful -one may 


be, nervousness will render'hls knowl- 
edge of the game almost useless. If 
you don't believe It. try making n shot 
for fun, and then try It again and bet 
<5 on it."

Most ot Iho homing pigeons In Ihls 


country \vere either brought over from 
Belgium or hnve been rallied Iroin Ucl- 
Elau stock. Pedro, who holds the record 
for 1,001) miles. Is u IJolRlnn bird, and, 
like most other Imported birds, seems to 
have Improved when brought to this 
country. Krom the time a carrier plseon 
Is born It Is shut up In Us loft and nev- 
er allowed lo be nl large, except while 
It Is being trained. Before the bird Is 
2 weeks old a seamless aluminium band, 
which Is just largo enough to go over 
the foot at this age, Is placed nrcmnd 
one Icgr, and In two or three days the 
toot haa grown so much that the band 
can ncllher he got on or off ngaln. These 
bands are Issued by the National Asso- 
ciation of Homing Pigeon Filers, and 
each one is stamped wllh n letter and 
number. 
The letter Indicates the year 


In which the band was Issued, and the 
numeral tiie number of pigeons which 
hnvo been previously registered. This' 
marks the bird so that the age can be 
seen at a glance. The birds are also 
Idcntllled In n race by this means, and 
should one of them get caught or shot 
It Is an easy matter to find out to whom 
It belongs. Besides this, most fanciers 
stamp their name and address on tho 
wing feathers with a rubber stamp. 


As soon as the young pigeon Is old 


enough to tly Us training begins. It Is 
first taken out within sight of the loft 
and turned loose. When 11 has become 
accustomed to the sight cl the loft and 
surroundings the distance is gradually 
Increased until a bird will come home 
If It Is turned loose hundreds or mites 
from home. In fact, the limit to the dis- 
tance which they will lly has never been 
reached, and it Is safe to say that they 
will fly any distance over land where 
they can get. food and water. Pigeons 
fly only during daylight and rest nt 
night. 
Therefore, 
In 
estimating Ihe 


number of mites flown per hour It Is 
necessary to figure only on the number 
of hours during which It was light 
enough to see. 


When getting the pigeons ready for n 


race, they are ns carefully trained nnd 
hardened as a race horse. For the last 
few days before n. race the club which 
has chni-ge of the event sends all of Die 
birds entered In the same basket to 
points along the route to be flown, 
where they are turned loose by the ex- 
press agent In charge of the station.

brought on from Petersburg by Sheri- 
dan there were^-added Wilson's from

^Vest Virginia and a new brigade tinder

Torbcit, .whose division followed Sheri- 
dan from the peninsula, became chief 
of the cavalry of the new army, and 
General Wesley Merrill took command 
of- -Torherl's • division.

. The poflllon held by Sheridan was 
one that would compel him soon to ad- 


• vance and fight or,retteat down the val- 


ley. .- There. :were no -railways • south 
from the Potomac, west of (he Blue 
lildge. nnd he was nearly 150 miles dis- 
t a n t by wason roads, from-hlS:base. In 
view of these disadvantages., he asked 
permission to completely:, abandon the 
valley after laying It- waste from the 
Potomac to.Staunlon. leave a guard on 
the line.of the Baltimore and Ohio road 
and transport the bulk of his army to 
Petersburg to aid In an attack on Jllch- 
mond. General 'Grant left the decision 
with Sheridan, and on Oct. G the retro- 
grade movement began. In his memoirs 
Sheridan says:

"The cavalry as it retired was stretch- 


ed across the country from the Blue 
Htrtge to the Alleghanies. with orders to 
drive off all slock and destroy all sup- 
plies, as It. moved northward. The In^ 
fantry preceded the. cavalry, passing 
down the valley pike, and as we march- 
ed along (lie many columns of smoke 
from burning stacks and mills filled 
with grain Indicated that the adjacent 
country. wns fast, losing the features 
which heretofore had made it a great 
magazine of stores for the Confederate 
armies.1' Tho army moved back north- 
ward and halted at Cedar creek on the 
heights In the angle formed by that 
'stream and the Shenandoah. 


The next battle was delivered by 


Early nnd tfiok place on this field. The 
Confederates appeared at Fisher's hill. 
Just across the. valley, on tho 12th of 
October, and on the same day Sheridan 
was summoned to Washington to confer 
with General Grant. 


Before leaving the camps Sheridan 


posted Crook's 
command—the Eighth 


corps—along the valley pike on the left. 
Next came the Nineteenth corps—Em- 
ory— along the east bank of the creek, 
wilh the Sixth corps, under Wright, on 
the right1 of the Nineteenth.

General Sheridan "says that (oward 


6 a. m..of Oct. 10 word was brought to 
him at Winchester of the artillery firing 
at Cpdar creek. 
Between 8:20 and 0 


o'clock, w*hile he wiis riding along the 
mdln street, of .Winchester toward Ce- 
dar creek, .the demeanor of the penplc 
who showed themselves at the window^ 
convinced him.that .the citizens had re- 
ceived secret Information from the bat- 
tlefield "and were in Captures over some 
good news." The narrative continues: 
. "For. a short distance . I .traveled on 
theiroad, but .soon, fou'nd It so blocked 
with wagons and wounded ipen that my 
Progress was Impeded, and'I was forced 
lo take the adjoining fields to make 
haste.

I could plainly see him get- 
ting ready for attack, and Major For- 
syth now fuggcstcd that It would be

other wayl'.as he waved his hat toward 
the front had but one result, a wild 
cheer of recognition, an answering wave 
of the cap. 
In no case, as I glanced 


back, did I fall to seo the men shoulder- 
their arms and follow ns.

With the exception of the seals nnd 


the human Inhabitants the. Islands are 
entirely destitute of animal Ufa, and 
Ihc eame may be said of the life of the 
pea for n distance1 of 100 miles from 
thetr shores. The condition of the na- 
tives has been.greatly Improved since 
the United States occupation, as Is evi- 
denced by the change from miserable 
mud huts to comfortable housoe. vllluge 
settlements and a Greek church. The 
government surveillance is very strict, 
no one being .allowed on the islands 
without a government permit. 


It Is perhaps not generally known 


(lint the £nv peal Is not a true seal. 
It 


Is classed by zoologists as belonging to 
the family otarUdae. the species being

total taken In ISSj was only 16 MO and 
In 1S3C only 7.000. 


Tills was not because there were no 


more than these few thousands of seals 
in the islands In the aggregate, but be- 
•ause. according to the bargain between 
the United States and the AIaslc:i Com- 
mercial company, only the "bachelor" 
seals may be taken. Tlie company 
would carry out this rule without anv 
legal restrictions, since If It were trans- 
groused the entire herd would surely 
disappear in a few yearn more.

umpires: 


First—The privilege of speaking to an 


umpire should be taken from the play- 
er, the penalty being removal from the 
game of any plnyur who addresses the 
umpire uixm any subject whatsoever 
on tho ball field during the progress of 
a gtunc. And when a team lias not suf- 
llclent players In uniform to continue 
the game with nine players, the game 
should bo forfeited to the iion-offend- 
Ing team. 


Second—The preeldc-nt of the leagrue 


should be given the power and required 
to suspend, for any length of time that 
lila discretion dictates any player guilty 
of assaulting an umpire, or another 
player on tlie ball field, or anybody us- 
ing vulgar or profane language within 
the hearing- of any spectator. 


Tilli-rt—The umpires should ha sched- 


uled before 
the season begins, and 


should ofllclate In the same number of 
games at 
home for each club and 


abroad for each club. 


Fourth—Umpires should 
be given 


contracts for the entire season, \vhlo-h 
will not pgrmtt their being discharged 
except ftar dishonesty or drunkenness. 


Fifth—No club president shall • bo 


permitted to send an appeal 
to the 


president of the league until twenty- 
four hoiiry after Iho termination of the 
game whlcH he desires-to protest. Nine 
tenths of the protests are sent under 
intense excitement, clubs' presidents 
in many Instances being apt 
to see 


tilings through spectacles focuased all 
one \\~&y, 


Sixth—All clubs should reserve the 


right to eject from tha grounds any 
spectator xvho addresses insulting re- 
marks to the umpire or any player of 
either team, and should the umpire call 
hie attention of a manager of the home 
team to an offense of this nature, .and 
tho culprit not be ejected, the same 
should be forfeited to the vial ting club. 
I do not mean by this that it Is the aim 
to prohibit spectators from expressing 
approval or disapproval of an umpire 
a player, but It Is not necessary for the 
spectators to be Insulting to do this.
